The crash investigation process is an inexact science which requires that physical evidence such 
as skid marks, vehicular damage measurements, and occupant contact points are coupled with 
the investigator's expert knowledge and experience of vehicle dynamics and occupant kinematics 
in order to determine the pre-crash, crash, and post-crash movements of involved vehicles and 
occupants.

This is a fatal crash. The driver of vehicle (B) sustained fatal injuries as a result of 
the collision. 



Situation 

(Slide 1, 2) At the time, the weather was clear, the roads were dry, and it was 
daylight. Case vehicle (A) was traveling east at an unknown speed in the right eastbound 
lane of a 5-lane asphalt road in an urban area. Vehicle (B) had been stopped facing north 
for a stop sign and red-flashing traffic light at the 3-leg intersection in the left turn lane of a 
3-lane asphalt road. As case vehicle (A) approached the intersection on a yellow-flashing 
traffic signal, the driver of vehicle (B) began crossing the eastbound lane, so as to turn to 
travel west. The driver of case vehicle (A) was unable to avoid striking the left side of 
vehicle (B) with its front. After the impact, case vehicle (A) rotated counterclockwise, 
rolled onto the right side, and came to rest facing northwest in the center turn lane. 

(Slide 3, 4) Damage to the left side of vehicle (B) was very extensive. The direct 
damage began at the left-front bumper corner and extended 195 cm along the left side, with 
a maximum crush of 52 cm to at the left-lower A-pillar. The left-front fender was crushed, 
the left-front wheel was damaged, both left-side doors were damaged, and the left 
wheelbase was reduced 25 cm. 

(Slide 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12) Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction 
program and c-values measured for both vehicles, the following impact severities were 
calculated for the first impact:

Exterior Damage 

(Slide 13) Damage to the front of case vehicle (A) was moderate with a maximum 
crush of 23 cm to the center of the front bumper. (Slide 14) The direct damage began at the 
right-front bumper corner and extended 174 cm across the entire front. (Slide 15, 16) The 
front bumper was crushed, the grille was damaged, and both headlight assemblies were 
deformed. (Slide 17, 18) The hood was crushed, both hood hinges were deformed but not 
separated, and the rear edge of the hood was elevated, but it did not contact the windshield. 
(Slide 19) The windshield reportedly was removed by the rescue crew during extrication. 
There was no damage to the hood latch. (Slide 20) On the left side, the front fender was 
deformed, and shifted slightly to the left, and the left wheelbase was reduced 2 cm. (Slide 
21) There was no other damage to the left side. 

(Slide 22) The second impact was to the right side from contact with the ground as 
a result of the 1/4 rollover. The direct damage extended 589 cm across the entire right side 
and the maximum crush was 15 cm to the right-front fender. (Slide 23, 24) The right- 
front fender was crushed, both right-side doors were damaged and jammed closed, and the 
right-rear of the van was damaged. Also, on the right side, the right wheelbase was 
reduced 3 cm. 



Interior Damage 

(Slide 25) This vehicle is equipped with a steering-wheel frontal-impact airbag, 
which deployed during the frontal impact. There were no visible contact marks to the 
airbag skin. (Slide 26, 27) There was no damage to the steering wheel and no rotation of 



the steering column. (Slide 28) There was no damage to the upper, mid, or lower portions 
of the instrument panel, (slide 29) although there were scuff marks on the left side of the 
mid portion of the instrument panel. (Slide 30) There was no damage to the vertical 
console area, but there were scuff marks on the center console located on the driver-side 
area. (Slide 31, 32) There was no damage to the center dash area or glove compartment 
area. (Slide 33) There were scuff marks and small dents in the headliner, which was 
probably from contact by the unbelted occupants during the rollover. Both front seat 
adjusters jammed. There was no other interior damage and no intrusions were noted. 

Occupant Kinematics and Injuries 

(Slide 34) The 39-year-old male driver was not wearing the available 3-point belt. 
During the frontal impact, he moved forward into the deploying airbag. He reported a 
momentary loss of consciousness, which was possibly from contact with the roof, or the 
deploying airbag during the rollover. (Slide 35) He sustained a contusion to his right knee 
from contact with the center vertical console, as evidenced by scuff marks to the plastic 
panel. (Slide 36) He sustained a contusion to his left knee, probably from contact with the 
lower portion of the instrument panel. He sustained multiple contusions from unknown 
interior surfaces. 

The 30-year-old male, center passenger was seated on the floor between and 
slightly behind the driver and right-front seats. There was no seat or seatbelt available. He 
reportedly sustained multiple contusions. 

(Slide 37) The 32-year-old male, right-front passenger was not wearing the 
available 3-point belt. He reportedly did not sustain any injuries. 

(Slide 38, 39, 40) The attached tables summarize the injury information for the 
three occupants.
